Real Hero 


Reaching for the sky, six men stood 


on the narrow deck of a rum-runner 


with almost certain death staring 
them in the face from the muzzle of 
a gun which had already shot three 
of their comrades. Within a couple 
of minutes, hot lead would pour from 
that gun, and one by one, the men 
know they would drop. Se _ they 
had been threatened, and the man 
with the gun was preparing to put 
his words into effect. 

Then, the motor of the rum-runner 
skipped a little—the man with the 
gun cut his eyes toward the hatch 
of the boat, and with one thought, the 
six men,-five of them coast-guards 
men, and the sixth Robert K. Web- 
ster, Atlanta secret service operative 
lunged forward to overpower Horace 
Alderman, the man with the gun. 

The gun blazed, and Webster, who 
had grabbed Alderman’s right arm, 
dropped dead, shot through the right 
lung--a hero whose brave act of at- 
tempting to save the lives of five 
coastguardsmen and his own will be 
memorialized by burial in the nation- 
al cemetery at Arlington, Washing- 
ton, D, C. 

Brodnax Tells Story. 

This is the story of Webster's tragic 
death: brought back to Atlanta Thurs- 
day by George H. Brodnax, operative- 
in-charge of the Atlanta district of the 
secret service, after a thorough: in- 
vestigation of the case. The shoot- 
ing of Webster was one of the mout 
brutal, outrageous and . cold-blooded 
murders he has ever heard of. Brod- 
nax declared. “It was Alderman’s in- 
tent to murder all six of the men. 
and then destroy the evidence of the 


crime by burning the boat. And in 
my opiniév, he would ‘have killed his 
companion, Weech, before he landed, 
in order to completely cover up the 
crime.” 

As a result of the slaying of Web- 
ster and Cemmander Sanderlin, of 
the coast guard cutter, Alderman and 
Weech are in jail at Jacksonville 
charged with first degree murder on 
the high seas, which is a federa 
crime punishable by hanging.. The 
two prisoners were removed to Jack- 
sonville from Fort Lauderdale because 
of a rumor that friends planned to 
rescue them. 

Mr. Brodnax detailed Operative 
Webster to Florida to investigate a 
case involving counterfeit €50 gold 
certificates which were being used in 
the liquor importation business. Web- 
ster had practically completed his in- 
vestigation at Miami, had direct in- 
formation “that the bogus money was 


handled in big liquor deals at Bimini, 
and was seeking the source of the 
money so that the government could 
get a line on the man who was put- 
ting it out in the United States, Brod- 
nax said. 

Sighted Rum-Runner. 


After communicating with Lieuten- 
ant B. Jordan, commander of coasi 
guard base No. 6 at Fort Lauderdale, 
Webster was furnished with a coast 
guard cutter for transportation to and 
from Bimini.

Creation of a state board of chem- 
ical contro] was forecast Thursday 
afternoon when the senate passed a 
bill by D. B. Bullard, of the 36th dis- 
trict, under terms of which a board 
of five will be appointed to supervise 
the state’s chemical work. The vote 
was 37 for to 9 against, and the bill 
was transmitted to the house. 

Mr. Bullard characterized the meas- 
ure as an attempt to remove this. di- 
vision of scietitifie men as far as pos- 
sible from the influence of politics. 
Under its provisions, the govérnor 
would be the chairman, the commis- 
sioner of agriculture, secretary, while 
the three remaining members would be 
practical chemists appointed by the 
governor.

The Case of Textbooks. 

The cost of textbooks for the chil- 
dren in our public schools is + matter 
of enormous aggregate annua! expense. 

The most conservative figure I can 
obtain puts that cost. to the parents 
of publie school pupils at $1,200,000 
a year. That is over and above pur- 
chases between pupils of used books. 

The major part of the books used. 
in the elementary and . secondary 
schools. can be prepared here in the

augurated, with. the. help of Hon. 
Richard Evelyn Byrd and the late 
Congressman Hal Flood, that re- 
deemed Virginia from thraldom of the 
trust. 

Again, while military supervisor of 
public instruction in Cuba during our 
American occupation, this writer ob- 
tained from- Governor, General Leon- 
ard Wood, just deceased, an order 
deporting from the island the agents 
of the school book trust who bad come 
down to Havana to fix its tentacles 
upon the newly-formed schools of the 
new republic.

Two Dutch professors have recent- 
ly published an important work on 
the Old Testament, in which they 
maintain that Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob, the three Hebrew patriarchs, 
are not to be taken as historical per- 
sonages, but represent the names of 
three different Semitics tribes.

How To Get Two Million Dollars More 
for the School Children. 
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There were 707,198 male and 707,- 
574 female American citizens, 21 years 
of age and over. in the state of Geor- 
gia, by the census of 1920. 

That was seven years ago and since 
that time the census bureau estimates 
that the population of the state has 
grown from 2,895,832 to 3,280,000 in 
1927, and that male and female citi- 
zens of voting age are about equal at 
820,000 in each class. 

It is also estimated that of the 1,- 
640,000 eligible. to vote at least 1,- 
476,000 are between the ages of 21 
and 60 years. 

All of those persons are subject, 

under the constitution of the state, to 
poll tax, without exemption. 
- Last year the total polls tax-paid in 
the state was 322,301, and of them 
78,415 were those of negroes and were 
2,160 fewer than one-fourth of the to- 
tal number. 

In other words, 1,153,699 adults 
subject to poll tax were permitted to 
neglect or evade that constitutional 
due of $1 each, that should have been 
collected and paid into the educational 


funds of the state. 
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A Fallacious Assumption. 

But recently, in the general assem- 
bly, the idea was advanced and acted 
upon that unless a woman between 21 
and 60 years of age should offer to 
register and vote, she should not be 
liable for. payment of her poll tax. 
How, under the sun and the state 
constitution, could that idea have orig- 
inated ?— 

Payment of the poll tax d not en- 
franchise anybody, male or fem , un 
less that is the only tax that the state 
can exact from him or her. It is only 
a part of the process of qualifying as 
an elector. But whether an adult citi- 
zen is qualified or not as a voter, 
makes not the slightest difference in 
their liability for the poll tax. 

The object of the constitution-mak- 
ers in authorizing a poll tax was to 
shut off the poll lists all the negroes

It can fail 
or refuse to levy any such tax, but if 
it does levy one it must operate uni- 
formly upon all persons of the class, 

The constitution says “No poll tax 
shall be levied except for educational 
purposes, and such tax shall not ex- 
ceed $1 annually upon each poll,” 

Therefere, it is obvious that as the 
poll tax is now collected the educa- 
tional fund of the state is being an- 
nually chiseled out of over $1,153,- 
699—doubtless more this year—that 
lawfully is due and should be gathered 
into,the school moneys.

Another Big Wad Missing. 

The constitution also provides that 
“the proceeds of any commutation tax 
for military service... are hereby 
set apart and devoted for the support 
of common schools.” 

I understand. that Senator Howard, 
of the 17th district, ‘is looking into 
that subject with the view of present- 
ing an amendment to the tax bill, pro- 
viding for a commutation tax to be col- 
lected_from all able-bodied men in the 
state subject to military service under 
our militia law. 

There are at least 500,000 such men 
in Georgia who are upon the mili- 
tary man-power rosters of the United 
States war department. 

In the selected service for the world 
war only about one-fifth, or 103,288, 
were commissioned and enlisted. _ 

Today, as computed June 30, 1926. 
we have in the national guard of the 
state only 3,532 enrolled all told. 

So it is quite certain that there are 
500,000 men in Georgia subject to pay 
a commutation tax for freedom from 
enrollment for military service, and 
the small commutation of $2 from each 
annually, would.easily add another 
$1,000,000 to the common school 


funds.

John H. Clark, former justice of the 
supreme court of the United States,

FORD MAKES FIRS! 
FLIGHT WITH LINDY 


Detroit, August 11.—(4)—The 
famous flying team of “We”’—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh and his “Spirit 
of St. Louis’—made additional avia- 
tion history today. They persuaded 
Henry Ford and his son, Edsel, to 


make their first flight. 

The automobile manufacturer and 
hig son then took a second ride in 
one of their own tri-motored all-metal 
planes, while Lindbergh alternated at 
the controls with Harry Brooks, chief 
Ford pilot. 

Not content with simply riding, 
first Edsel and then his father sat 
at one of the seats of the dual con- 
trols and observed. at first hand the 
technique of the air. 

Ford Is Pleased. 

“It was great; there's nothing to 
it,” wag the elder Ford’s comment at 
the conclusion of the first flight. Ed- 
sel made similar comment and added 
that he was pleased to have made his 
first flight with Lindbergh and in the 
plane which accomplished the historic 
trans-Atlantic flight. 

Overcoming his opposition to going 
aloft, Mr. Ford donned suitable fly- 
ing elothe® and climbed into the cabin 
of the “Spirit of St. Louis’ at Ford 
airport shortly before 1 o'clock upon 
Colonel Lindbergh’s invitation.. Me 
chanics had rigged up an extra seat 
in the space reserved for gasoline on 
the plane's ecean hop. Rising grace- 
fully from the ground, Lindbergh 
headed the plane around the fiela| 
and then circled the. Ford .estate and 
the Ford offices ‘and laboratories at 
Dearborn.

Mdsel 
went to the pilot's seat. 
: Nearing the Fordson plant of the 
Ford Motor company, Henry Ford al- 
lowed his son to seat him at the con- 
trol seat. He was there when Brooks 
guided the plane to a smooth landing 
at the airport. 

“This is wonderful,” the elder Ford 
said as he stepped from his first ride 
in one of his own machines. “I've 
always intended to fly but it is one 
of those things that come at a cer- 
tain time or place and I bad not got 
around to it before.” 

Colonel Lindbergh, who battled 
noise, sleeplesaness and numerous dan- 
gers on his Paris flight, said he was 
surprised there was so little noise and 
that “it is a real surprise to the able 
to talk without raising your voice.”

Briefly, the plant, representing an 
investment of approximately $1,500,- 
000, comprising 12 Jarge structures 
and contained in ‘a 26-acre tract in 
one of Atlanta’s rapidly-growing in- 
dustrial outskirts, is equipped to re- 
build 500 Pullman cars a year with | 
the aid of an army of 400 workers. 
The establishment will be the sole re- 
conditioning haven for some 1,000 
Pullman cars operated by the com- 
pany on all railroads in the southeast. 
The next nearest plant of its kind is 
in St. Louis. ’ 

Some time today the first sleeping 
car will be receited by the shops to 
undergo. complete overhauling. But 
no repair work will be started until 
Tuesday morning, by which time three: 
cars are scheduled to be at the plant 
and the full reconditioning operations 
inaugurated. W. M. Camp, superin- 
tendent of .the Pullman company for 
the southeast, is in full charge of the 
district which will feed the new At- 
lanta shops. F. H. Geiger, formerly 
of St. Louis, will have, as manager, 
direct egmzme af the shops and all re- 
pair activities. Associated with him 
is James fVarrough, formerly of Chi- 
eagd, and assistant manager of the 
néw plant. : 

Limbrock in Charge. : 

J. W. Limbrock, construction engi- 
neer for the Pullman company, of 
Chicago, has been in charge of build- 
ing the plant. About a year ago, with 
details of the enormous plant worked 
out on paper, Mr. Limbrock came to 
Atlanta and entered into the actual 
construction of the plant, including 
the laying out of the network of 
tracks, building of new: structures and 
renovation of the structures purchased 
with the site. Supervising this work 
for just 12 months, his task is now 
completed with the exception of a few 
finishing touches,‘and he is preparing 
to return to headquarters, 

Representing one of the largest in- 
dustrial developments in this section, 
the shops will employ during its early 
atages approximately 200 workers. 
This number will be steadily increased 
until the 400 maximum personnel has 
manned the shops. Employment of 


workers started some time ago a) 


aside from the finishing touches on 
construction features, is one of the 
principal activities now going on at 
the plant. Practically the entire force 
will be comprised of local talent, in- 
eluding skilled and unskilled labor 
and clerical and administrative belp- 
ers. 

The Kirkwood site was purchased 
by the Pullman company from the U. 
S. Cast Iron Pipe company. The con- 
sideration was $250,000, approximate- 
ly.

American Presidents Named 


COOLIDGE IS CITED AS EXAMPLE |. ' 


By Accident, Says Professor 


Charlottesville, Va., August 11.— 
(P)—American presidents are chosen 
largely through a series of accidents, 


Dr. Lindsay Rogers, professor of law 
at Columbia university, said here to- 
day in addressing the Institute of 
Public Affairs at the University of 
Virginia. He chose for his subject 
“Imponderables of American Politics.” 

Even though it is conceded that 
President Coolidge has ability and sa- 
gacity, “we must admit that his en- 
trance into the white house was acci- 
dental,” Dr. Rogers stated. Outlining 
a series of events that brought this. 
about the speaker referred to the 
Boston police strike, the refusal of 
Hiram Johnson, of California, to be- 
come a vice presidential candidate and 
the death of President Harding. 


UPSET OF COSGRAVE 
GOVERNMENT I SEEN 


Dublin, August 11.—(4)—The re- 
cent assassination of Keyin O'Hig- 
gins, vice president of the Free State 
council, and the measures which Pres- 
ident Congrave’s government adopted 
in the face of that murder, have had 
surprising and unforeseen  conse- 
quneces which obseryers say threaten 
to upset the Cosgrave government and 
completely revolutionize the political 
situation in the Irish Free State. 


Among the government’s measures 
was one to compel all candidates at 
elections to take.the oath of allegiance 
to the British crown before going to 
the polls. This measure was expect- 
ed to split the Fianna Fail, the re- 

ublican party headed by Eamon de 
whose members had _ stead- 
fastly refused to take any such oath. 
Instead, this government move welded 
Fianna Fail into a united determina- 
tion to subscribe to the oath. 

This decision resulted today in 45 
republican deputies, including de Va- 
ljera himself, taking the oath and as- 
suming their seats in the dail for 
the first time. The republicans pre- 

‘iously had let it be known that the 
-taking of the oath was an empty tor- 
mality, so far as they were con- 
cerned, as they made it with the men- 
tal reservation that they subscribed 
allegiance only to the Irish nation. 

The advent of the republican depu- 
ties into the dail gives the opposition 
parties just enough votes to upset the 
government. It is stated that the 
three opposition partieS—the repub- 
licans, headed by de Valera; the na- 
tional league group, whose chief is 
Captain William Redmond, and the 
laborites, who are led by Tom John- 
son, have agreed to work. together 
and that a future policy is being ar- 
ranged between them. It was said 
tonight, however, it was not expect- 
ed that any republican deputy would 
take office if a new government +7as 
formed. 

Then President Cosgrave resumed 
office after the last elections, he of- 
fered to make way willingly for any- 
one able to command a majority if 
the dail. Keyin O'Higgins, too, in 
his last speech in the dail before his 
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“We must admit that the race is 
not always to the swift,’’ he said. 

In speaking of the “peculiar system 
of publicity” controlled by the presi- 
dent through white house conferences, 
Dr. Rogers characterized the confer- 
ences as “those public discussions of 


private lives which cause a voter to 
cast his ballot for an economical gov- 
ernment.”’ He declared that the chief 
reason for error in political forecast- 
ing is the fact that the structure 
contains forces that cannot be esti- 
mated in advance and which when 
they work out, may falsify everything 
that has been said before. 

“Much more important than the 
working out of due process of law is 
just who happens to be on the su- 
preme bench at a given time,”’ said 
Dr. Rogers in telling how the yote 
of one judge in a five-to-four decision 
niay influence the entire nation.

Yankee Stadium, New York, Au- 
t 11.—(AP)—Staging a come- 
k in his debut as a full-fledged 
heavyweight, Jack Delaney scored a 
hollow victory tonight over Paolino 
Uzcudun, the Spanish woodchopper, 
on a foul in the seventh round of a 
15-round bout. 

Coming on top of the disputed 
Dempsey-Sharkey battle and ending, 
by coincidence, in the same round but 
with a different result, the finish 
aroused almost as much uproar and 
controversy. 

Paolino was disqualified by Referee 
Jimmy Crowley after three warnings 
for hitting low with left hooks, but 
Delaney did not appear to be hurt by 
any of the blows. Neither had he 
made any protest when the referec 
waved Paolino to his corner, to 
the complete astonishment of ringside 
critics as well as a crowd of about 
35,000 spectators. 

Delaney had piled up a substantial 
margin of points, cutting and jabbing 
his opponent with a clever boxing ex- 
hibition, but there had been little real 
action and comparatively slight dam- 
age dene when the battle came to its 
unexpected end. 

Opinions Split. 

While perhaps not quite so heated 
—perhaps because less was involved— 
newspaper opinion at the ringside was 
as sharply split as it was over the 
Dempsey Sharkey fight. A majority 
of the critics, apparently, while be- 
lieving that Paolino had _ technically 
transgressed the rules, did not regard 
the Infractions as serious enough for 
disqualification. 

Referee Crowley, however, declared 
flatiy he had no other recourse after 
Paolino had failed to obey his warn- 
j to “keep ’em up.”

The finish was no more convincing

The report on “The Nature of the 
Church” proved to be a document of 
4,000 words. It strives to define the 
Christian conception of “the church,” 
in. terms acceptable to the various 
elements represented.

The report affirms that as there is 
but one Christian so there can be but 
one churcin It reviews the different 
views as to “the visible and the in- 
visible character” of the one church.

by God’s help, to remove.” 

The report urges all Christians to 
become united “if the church is ever 
to aecomplish His will for the salva- 
tion of the world.” 

It concludes with the following def- 
initions ef certain marks by which 
the visible church can be known {5 
men :

THE MARGIN OF SAFETY, 
The amount of earned money a 


business has left, after paying all 
charges, often referred to as the 


“marcin of safety.” Taken year by 
va it is one of the several good 
yardsticks by which to measure an 
investment. Thus, a corporation, aft- 
er paying expenses, tuxes, insuranee, 
-ete.. has $500,000 net earnings left 
for paying interest on its bonds and 
for what other uses it may care tu 
make of this surplus from earings. 
If the bonds of the corporation re- 
quire $100,000 a year for interest pay- 
ments, the corporation bas earned in- 
terest charges five times, a very sati«- 
factory margin of safety. 


The strength of a corporation is 
better tested when the margin of safe- 
ty is studied over a period of years 
to determine how the compauy man- 
aged in poor as well as in govd vears. 
It should be clear that an enterprise 
which earns its interest charges by 
a substantial margin year after year 
is more desirable from an investmen: 
standpoint than one which earns its 
charges by a narrow margin. Like- 
wise, a stable margin is more to be 
desired than a wide and fluctuating 
margin. If the margin of safety shows 
a continual increase over a period of 
years, it is rightly inferred, other 
things being equal, that the company's 
bends and stocks are growing safer 
and stronger. 

While no rule-of-thumb is appli- 
cable, it is generally held that to he 
safety zones for dollars railroads 
should earn their interest charges at 
least one and one-half times over a 
period of years, publie utilities at 
least one and three-fourths times, an 
industrials at least two times.
